Didsbury blood donors higher than 
Canadian average

Next Monday you have a 
chance to be an everyday 
hero, according to Canadian 
Blood Services, by simply 
taking the time from your 
busy schedule to donate 
blood. 

On Aug. 15, they will be 
stationed at the Memorial 
Complex, in Didsbury, from 
2 p.m. to 7 p.m. A donation 
takes about one hour of 
your time, including the 
registration, a finger poke 
(to test your iron levels), a 
screening process, which 
includes a one on one con¬ 
sultation with a nurse, the 
actual donation, then a five 
to ten minute rest. 


In order to donate you 
must be at least 17 years old, 
and weigh at least 110 
pounds. You also have to be 
well the day of the donation, 
not feeling sick. 

“We want to make sure 
that nothing bad is passed 
on,” said Doris Kaufman, 
Canadian Blood Services 
Communications specialist. 
“There is a more detailed 
description of who can and 
cannot donate blood on our 
website, bloodservices.ca.” 

Donors are requested to 
stay away from caffeine for 
24 hours prior to the dona¬ 
tion, and eat lots and drink 
lots of water. 

“After the donation is 
made there is a rest area, 


where donors must sit for a 
required five to ten min¬ 
utes,” said Kaufman. “This 
helps bring people’s iron lev¬ 
els back up.” 

People over the age of 71 
were not allowed to donate 
blood in the past, but that 
rule has changed, so people 
71 years of age and older are 
allowed to donate, as long as 
they have their doctor’s ap¬ 
proval. They can get their 
doctor’s approval as long as 
they have a safe and clean 
bill of health. 

Appointments are recom¬ 
mended, but not necessary, 
they do help cut back on 
wait times, according to 
Kaufman. 

“It also gives us an idea 


on what blood types we will 
be getting and how much,” 
said Kaufman. “This year 
our goal is 145 donations, 
and we presently have 128 
appointments booked.” 

Canadian Blood Services 
comes to Didsbury two or 
three times each year. In 
their last two visits here 
they received 274 donations. 

“We get a tremendous 
amount of support from the 
small communities." said 
Kaufman. “The Canadian aver¬ 
age of people who donate is 3.5*7, 
out of the eligible, and Didsbury 
is higher than that average.”

Region supports 
Provincial announcement 


The Province has an¬ 
nounced a package of 
twelve ‘third way’ initia¬ 
tives designed to im¬ 
prove health care in Al¬ 
berta. The Health Re¬ 
gion is supportive of Pre¬ 
mier Ralph Klein and 
Health & Wellness Min¬ 
ister Iris Evans and is 
pleased this announce¬ 
ment is consistent with 
the Region’s strategic 
priorities. 

The ‘third way’ sup¬ 
ports the ongoing com¬ 
mitment the Region has 
to wellness, children’s 
health, mental health, 
long term care, improv¬ 
ing access, and attract¬ 
ing the best & brightest 
employees. 

The message from Pre¬ 
mier Klein in January of 
this year was clear. Re¬ 
gional health authorities 
and other health provid¬ 
ers need to be innova¬ 
tive. To do that, Regions 
need the flexibility to 
design new services and 
move forward with pro¬ 
grams that respond to 
our patients’ needs.

Report guides Region 


in building Canada’s 
healthiest community: 

In June the Calgary 
Health Region’s Medical Of¬ 
ficer of Health released a 
comprehensive analysis of 
health of those living in the 
Region. 

The report showed that, 
overall, the Region’s health 
status is fair but work needs 
to be done. It also outlined 
more than 20 actions the 
Region, together with part¬ 
ners and individuals, will 
take to improve the health 
of people living in our com¬ 
munity. 

Some key findings of the 
report include: 

• physical inactivity, 
obesity and hypertension 
have been linked to one fifth 
of deaths in males and more 
than a quarter of deaths in 
females 

• life expectancy has in¬ 
creased more for males than 
females in the Region in re¬ 
cent years 

• gaps exist between 
communities in how long 
people are living 

• chronic diseases and 
injuries are major contribu¬ 
tors to shorter life spans 

• there are opportuni¬ 
ties to improve health 
across all age groups 

The data will be used 
within the Region by a 
number of departments to 
develop strategies to ad¬ 
dress the broad range of is¬ 
sues highlighted in the re¬ 
port. The population of the 
Region is growing, becoming 
more diverse and is aging. 
As the demographics shift, 
the Region must continually 
report and review data that 
will help in operational 
planning and setting priori¬ 
ties for health-care services.

New Alberta Children’s 


Hospital opens in less 
than 400 days: 

The opening of the Al¬ 
berta Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal is on track for fall 
2006. While this new 
hospital is based in 
Calgary, it will treat 
children throughout 
Southern Alberta. 

With less than 400 
days until the move, 
construction workers 
are completing the inte¬ 
rior of the hospital and 
building the parkade for 
staff and visitors. Regu¬ 
lar updates and con¬ 
struction photos can be 
found on the Alberta 
Children’s Hospital web

The hospital will 
have an emergency de¬ 
partment designed for 
60,000 visits a year, 
more than double the 
capacity of the current 
hospital. In addition, 85 
per cent of the patient 
rooms will be private 
and parents will be able 
to sleep in their child’s 
room. All rooms will 
have views of the moun¬ 
tains, river valley or 
Nosehill Park, allowing 
patients to bring the 
outdoors inside. Other 
highlights include addi¬ 
tional post-op recovery 
beds, more anaesthesia 
rooms and a larger day 
surgery area. 

The new hospital will 
feature six different 
healing gardens which 
will surround the build¬ 
ing. 

They will enhance the 
healing process and re¬ 
duce the stress of pa¬ 
tients, families and 
staff. A sunroom has 
also been created for 
patients who are unable 
to venture outside. The 
room will allow children 
to enjoy the sun and 
surrounding views with 
their families. 


Border Update 

The United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture’s 
(USDA’s) appeal of the pre¬ 
liminary injunction prevent¬ 
ing the border from opening 
to live cattle was heard in 
the Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals on July 13. The fol¬ 
lowing day the Court issued 
an order reversing the pre¬ 
liminary injunction, thus re¬ 
opening the border to live 
cattle at least temporarily. 
In issuing its order the 
Court of Appeals stated that 
an opinion setting forth the 
reasons for the Court’s re¬ 
versal would be issued “ex¬ 
peditiously and in due 
course”. 

The Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency (CFIA) and 
USDA worked hard over the 
weekend to get all the 
protocols in place and on 
Monday, July 18 the first 
shipments of slaughter cat¬ 
tle since May, 2003 crossed 
into the U.S. The Canadian 
Cattlemen’s Association 
(CCA) worked with CFIA to 
organize the first shipments 
in order to test the system. 
By the next day, regular 
shipments were beginning to 
cross the border. 

The CFIA reported that 
as of July 26, the agency had 
certified 9,434 head of cat¬ 
tle for export although most 
of those had not yet been 
shipped. This is down more 
than 50 percent from the 
comparable period prior to 
the border closure, clearly 
indicating the U.S. market 
is not being flooded with 
Canadian cattle. 

The CCA thanks Minister 
of Agriculture Andy 
Mitchell and U.S. Secretary 
of Agriculture Mike 
Johanns and their senior 
staff for all their efforts on 
this issue and commends 
staff of the CFIA and the 
USDA for their extraordi¬ 
nary effort in getting cattle 
moving so quickly. 

Legal Update 

A hearing into the perma¬ 
nent injunction against Ca¬ 
nadian live cattle and beef 
requested by R-CALF was 
scheduled to be heard July 
27 in U.S. District Court, 
Montana Division. On July 
20 Judge Richard Cebull of 
that court issued an order 
vacating (postponing) the 
hearing until the Ninth Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals issued 
its opinion giving its rea¬ 
sons for reversing the Dis¬ 
trict Court and overturning 
the preliminary injunction. 
It’s not unexpected that a 
lower court would delay a 
hearing in such circum¬ 
stances. Judge Cebull s or¬ 


der also stated, “After re¬ 
ceipt of the Court of Ap¬ 
peal’s Opinion, this Court 
will determine whether fur¬ 
ther hearings are neces¬ 
sary.” 

The Ninth Circuit Court 
issued its opinion on July 
25. The opinion states in 
part that the U.S. Secretary 
of Agriculture had a firm 
basis for determining that 
the resumption of ruminant 
imports from Canada would 
not significantly increase 
the risk of BSE to the Ameri¬ 
can population, that Cana¬ 
da’s already low risk of BSE 
is decreasing, and that R- 
CALF has not shown a like¬ 
lihood of success on the mer¬ 
its of its action. 

At time of writing Judge 
Cebull has not provided ad¬ 
ditional guidance with re¬ 
spect to further hearings, if 
any. Contingency plans con¬ 
tinue to be fine-tuned in the 
event that the hearing goes 
ahead and both live cattle 
and boxed beef exports are 
disrupted. 

The Ninth Circuit Court 
of Appeals also denied the 
CCA and Alberta Beef Pro¬ 
ducers’ request for 
intervenor status in the 
case for a permanent injunc¬ 
tion. “Friend of the court” 
briefs submitted by both 
CCA (including affiliates) 
and ABP have been accepted 
by both the District and Ap¬ 
pellate courts. 

“Non-Definitive” BSE 
Test Result in U.S. 

On July 28 the United 
States Department of Agri¬ 
culture (USDA) announced 
another “non-definitive” 
BSE test result received on 
a U.S. cow. The sample was 
flown to the world reference 
laboratory in the United 
Kingdom for confirmatory 
diagnosis. On August 3 the 
USDA announced the final 
result was negative for BSE. 

Risk factors for BSE are 
identical in the U.S. and 
Canada and a few additional 
cases are not unexpected. 
Trade in live cattle and beef 
products should be normal¬ 
ized. 

Five Nations Beef Con¬ 
ference 

Since 1983, the Five Na¬ 
tions Beef Conference has 
met every 18 months to dis¬ 
cuss issues of mutual con¬ 
cern to beef cattle producers 
in member countries. Mem¬ 
bers of the Conference are 
the five beef exporting na¬ 
tions of Canada, Mexico, 
Australia, New Zealand, and 
the United States. 

The Five Nations Beef 
Conference met in Alberta 
on July 13 and 14. The Five 


Nations agreed that trade 
reform and further market 
liberalization is a priority. 
All five nations agreed to 
work to ensure that their 
respective governments im¬ 
plement international (OIE) 
science-based guidelines re¬ 
lated to BSE so that trade 
in cattle, genetic material, 


beef and beef products can 
be conducted without the 
interruptions of non-scien- 
tifically based criteria. 

There was consensus that 
animal identification 
programs are established for 
the purpose of identifying 
livestock to allow the eradi¬ 
cation and management of 


disease and food safety con¬ 
cerns. Other benefits are second¬ 
ary but important drivers for 
adoption. The member organiza¬ 
tions will work together to set har¬ 
monized minimum standards. 

A number of key animal 
health, welfare and disease 
control priorities were also 
agreed upon. 
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Centennial celebrations 

I am sure that I was not the 
only one with fears that we 
would see no Centennial cel¬ 
ebration here in Didsbury, but 
we can lay those fears aside, 
because we are getting one. 
Come to think of it, we are 
getting a whole weekend of 
events and activities for the 
whole family. 

Something this special only 
happens once every hundred 
years, and it is wonderful that 
the Town has decided to plan 
a weekend that we will re¬ 
member. 

The events will take place 
on Sept. 16, 17 and 18, and 
will include a Family Dance, a Parade, Didsbury Idol, a 
Centennial Tea, a Cabaret, a Community Church Serv¬ 
ice and a Picnic. 

I think we all owe the Town a big thank you for 
putting this together for us on such short notice.

I have a large outdoor space where I plan and plant, 
weed and water, spray and prune so, by definition, I 
suppose I am a gardener. I enjoy the parts of my gar¬ 
den that do what they are supposed to do and I have 
some plants and some trees that I am especially fond 
of because they are beautiful and dependable but there 
are other parts and other plants that are a continuing 
source of aggravation. Do I enjoy gardening? I really 
don’t know. If you love doing something shouldn’t you 
be happier while your doing it? If gardening is thera¬ 
peutic and calming and good for the soul why am I 
mad so much of the time? 

Our soil is heavy, black, and clay based. Nine inches 
of rain has converted some of my flower beds into ce¬ 
ment and sprouted every chickweed seed that lay dor¬ 
mant during the last six years of drought. 

Try maintaining a merry countenance while pull¬ 
ing chickweed out of cement. Sing a happy song while 
you grapple with six foot thistles in the raspberries, 
offer little exclamations of amazement and delight 
when you discover the cute green worms that have 
eaten all the leaves off the columbines and when the 
deer eat your rosebuds and nip the tips from the 
gladiola, take pleasure from the pattern left by their 
dainty little hoof prints. 

Actually the roses are quite good this year and so 
far my white plastic bag alarm system has kept the 
deer at bay. The bags are tied to stakes and catch the 
wind so that they flap and imitate the flashing white 
tail that is the deer alarm signal. Yesterday we watched 
a doe and fawn eating saskatoons from the bushes at 
the end of the garden so we know that they are with 
us, and I have to credit the bags with protecting the 
rosebuds. 

I love to take guests to the gardens at Olds College. 
The roses at the Gazebo are wonderful this year and 
because they are all hardy to this area, as in Explorer, 
Parkland and Morden types, you can be fairly assured 
that what they grow you can grow too. I have had 
really good luck with Cuthbert Grant, Morden Blush, 
Adelaide Hoodless, Morden Centennial, Morden Ruby, 
Prairie Joy, Gelbe Dagmar, Therese Bugnet and Hansa. 
Last Fall I bought a Morden Sunrise and it wintered 
well and grew nicely but the leaves are small and it 
does not have a single bud so I am suspicious of its 
parentage. That’s the last thing I will buy from that 
supplier! I want two roses this fall, another Morden 
Sunrise and a Hope for Humanity, which I saw at the 
College and is absolutely gorgeous, dark, dark red and 
covered in blooms. 

The lilies are still pretty good and the dahlias are 
just starting so this is a good time to make the trip to 
the College Gardens. The Bedding plants are still lovely 
and the hanging baskets in the Gazebo are spectacu¬ 
lar. Take a pad and pencil when you go because you 
can’t help but want to try some of the wonderful vari¬ 
eties. Next year I would like to try Red Plume 
Gallardia, Blue Stars Laurentia, Cherries Jubilee 
Saxifrage and Rudbeckia Prairie Sun. My sister in law 
Marie fell in love with the Pixie Lilies. 

Meanwhile I will try to ignore the petunias that did 
not bunch out as much as I expected, the alyssum that 
went to seed three days after it was planted, the mis¬ 
erable looking hanging plants and the begonias that 
rotted off in the rain. I will take solace from the most 
spectacular nasturtiums I have ever had, my dear de¬ 
pendable heliopsis, some quite decent looking dahlias, 
geraniums and gazania and the Annabelle Hydrangea 
that seems to get a bit nicer every year. 

Do I enjoy gardening? Hmm, I’m still not sure.

“I am working on getting 
more sponsors, three quar¬ 
ters of them would be 
great,” said Neufeld. “When 
people move to town they 
have to drive around to see 
what is here, and if they 
don’t see it right away they 
will go somewhere else. If 
they get this information 
right away it will help them 
find what they need in 
town.” 

The package you get at a 
Welcome visit includes infor¬ 
mation about the town, the 
pool, library, recycling, a 
map, a welcome letter from 
our mayor, Dorothy Moore, 
and lots more.

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Alberta 4-H Successfully Takes on the Scrap Tire Challenge 


One of Alberta’s most rec¬ 
ognized and valued youth pro¬ 
grams, Alberta 4-H, rounded- 
up scrap tires from farms and 
private residences across Al¬ 
berta to celebrate Earth Day 
in April 2005. 

“This is a spectacular pro¬ 
gram and everyday 1 see us 
moving away from selling 
chocolate bars and beef jerky 
to providing real community 
service such as cleaning up 
old scrap tires from our com¬ 
munities as part of our 
fundraising opportunities,” 
said Bruce Banks, Executive 
Director, 4-H Foundation of 
Alberta.

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QUESTION: A great deal is being made about some¬ 
thing called “school choice” these days. Could you ex¬ 
plain this concept and tell me whether or not you are in 
favor of it? 

DR. DOBSON: School choice is an idea whose time 
has come. It would give parents the right to decide 
whether to send their children to a public, private or 
religious institution, and even to select a specific school 
to which they would be sent. 

I favor this idea for several reasons. First, giving 
parents a choice would improve the quality of educa¬ 
tion because it would force school personnel to compete 
for students. That would make them more responsive 
to parents. Competition always improves the perform¬ 
ance of human beings, whether one is selling hamburg¬ 
ers or automobiles. It encourages people to serve more 
willingly, to operate more efficiently and to do a good 
job. 

That is the heart of the free-enterprise system. It pro¬ 
vides incentives to those who work hard and think crea¬ 
tively. Monopolies, by contrast, become unresponsive 
and stilted. We’ve seen that lethargy in the U.S. Postal 
Service, in the various departments of motor vehicles, 
in Amtrak and in the present educational system. I be¬ 
lieve test scores will rise and parents will be more sat¬ 
isfied when schools that do a great job are allowed to 
grow. Their budgets will expand and their teachers will 
be proud, while disorganized and unresponsive schools 
with poor teachers and halfhearted administrators will 
wither on the vine. That prospect of competition makes 
educators nervous — but it makes many of us excited. 

The second reason I favor school choice is related to 
the first: It would put power in the hands of parents. If 
Dad or Mom became dissatisfied with a particular 
school, he or she could take their child to a nearby 
school that better serves the child’s needs. With that 
youngster would go the voucher and the money it rep¬ 
resents. As a bad school began to dwindle under this 
system, you can bet there would be a new motivation 
among administrators to listen to parents and accom¬ 
modate their concerns. As it stands today, parents are 
virtually powerless unless they organize and storm a 
school-board meeting. There has to be a better way to 
encourage cooperation between families and professional 
educators. 

The third benefit of school choice is that it would 
grant poor people the same options now held by the af¬ 
fluent. Today, if upper-class parents are dissatisfied with 
the local public schools — or if they prefer Christian 
education or a first-class prep school — they have the 
resources to send their children where they wish. An 
underprivileged family has no such alternative. They 
are stuck with the school in their neighborhood, even 
if it is rife with violence and rebellion. President Bill 
Clinton, who campaigned against school choice in Cali¬ 
fornia, sent his daughter to an excellent private school 
in Washington, D.C. I would like to see everyone have 
the opportunity he had. 

Recent statistics released by the U.S. Department of 
Education indicate that nearly half of our nation’s adult 
population is functionally illiterate. The future looks 
even dimmer. It’s forecast that three out of every five 
kids in our current school-age population will either 
drop out or “graduate” with an education below the 
seventh-grade level! 

Given that dismal track record, small wonder the 
movement to place accountability in the hands of the 
people to whom it belongs — the staff, parents and stu¬ 
dents at each individual school — is gaining ground. 
Until we rediscover the time-tested axiom that families 
who care about, and are allowed to participate in, their 
children’s education are the crucial contributing factor 
to classroom success, I'm convinced school choice is the 
wave of the future.
